RUSSIA TO EXPORT GRAIN 


75,000,000 Poods Fixed as Amount 
to Be Sent Abroad. 

MOSCOW, Aue. 25.—The Gov- 
ernment has decided not to exclude 
grain from export in this year’s 
economic program. It has fixed 
75,000,000 poods as the possible 
amount for sending abroad. (A 
pood is 36.113 pounds.) 

This decision was made after a 
report by Premier Rykoff, who 
said the total harvest in Russia, 
including reserves left over from 
last year, will be 2,700,000,000 
poods. After satisfying the needs 
of the population, 100,000,000 
poods will remain for export, but 
shipments from this amount wilt 
be permitted only when it has been 
ascertained that the requirements 
of famine-affected districts have 
been satisfied and there is a suffi- 
cient surplus to combat high 
prices in the Russian market. The 
Government purposes to increase 
the wheat area in the famine dis- 
tricts next year. It also Intends 
to spend $35,000,000 on relief, of

The following is from a letter by a St. 
Loulsan who has been traveling in Wales: 

“Everything a delight except the distorted 
Welsh orthography, and this was startling 
to our Saxon eyes. I firmly believe that the 
names the tourist sees in the folders and 
the guide-books of Wales keep him away, 
for few have the cotrage to tackle the 
combinations of consonants and the out- 
rageous orthography. The names of the 
places and things that we were “on no 
account to miss“ were, I may say, appali- 
ing. When these Welsh names have here 
and there a vowel—say one every three 
inches — I sometimes made an attempt 
to pronounce them, but when the word is 


a foot long of dead consonants, often a 
quartet of the same letter bunched together, 
and the whole not relieved by even a semi- 
vowel—a word that looks like a line of 
printer’s “pi’’-——-I have ducked, and dumbly 
pointed at the word. Most of these names 
seem to me to be hieroglyphical and sym- 
bolical in character ang something to de- 
note ideas and things, not words to be 
treated phonetically. Something for the 
eye and not for the tongue. And this I 
venture: Not since Cadmus, 15 centuries 
before Christ, came from Egypt or Phoe- 
necia (it matters little from where), and 
went to Thebes in Greece and brought with 
him his alphabet of only 16 letters—his 
Alpha to Upsilon—not since that day, I 
assert, ang this is a stretch of 36 centuries, 
has any people of any nation on the face 
of the earth put letters into words with 
the utter abandon and recklessness the 
Welsh have in the words I have struggled 
with today. 

Imagine me in the morning, before my 
breakfast begins to stimulate, taking the 
edge off my disposition to be ugly, asking 
a native to direct me to any of the follow- 
ing, all of which were on my cards.

foundation on the subject of ma- 
laria. 

“Certain methods of malarial 
control have been devised which 
have proved very successful. The 
foundation has offered to continue 
the services of Mr. Tiedman for 
the remainder of this year and to 
supply one-half of the expenses 
necessary to carrying on the work.”
